Parliament  of  Paris 

From  the  [j  hi  ted  proceedings  cfthc  parliament 
of  Paris,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  give  an  extract 
from  Dr  Moor's  View  of  Society,  &c,  jefpeft- 
fhg  that  body. 
\  "The  parliament  of  Paris  can  indeed  rcmon- 
ftnte,  and  have  done  it  With  fuch  flreiigth  of 
rcafoning  and  energy  of  expreffion,  that  if  elo- 
quence weie  able  to  prevail  over  unlimited  power, 
every  grievance  would  have  been  redreffed. 

"Some  of  thefe remonftrancesdifplay,  noton'y 
examples  of  the  moft  fublime  and  pathetic  elo- 
quence, but  alio  breathe  a  fpirit  of  freedom,  which 
Would  do  honor  to  the  Britifh  houfe  of  commons. 

"  The  refifrar.ee  which  the  parliament  of  Pan's 
made  tc  the  will  of  the  king,  decs  them  tl  e 
greateft  honor.  Indeed  the  iawvers  in  France  have 
difplayed  more  juft  and  manly  fentimcnts  of  go- 
vernment, and  have  made  3  nobler  ftruggle  againft 
ttefpotic  power,  than  any  fet  of  men  in  the  king- 
dom. It  has  therefore  often  affeftcJ  me  with 
furprife  and  indignation,  to  obferve  the  attempts 
that  have  been  made  here  to  turn  this  body  of 
men  into  ridicule,  One  of  this  profeffion  is  ne 
ver  introduced  on  the  ftege  but  in  a  ridiculous 
character:  this  may  give  fatisfacuon  to  the  prince, 
whofc  power  they  have  endeavoured  to  limit  or 
to  thoughtless  flavifh  courtiers;  but  ought  to  be 
viewed  with  hon  or  by  the  nation,  for  whofegodd 
the  gen:!cmcn  of  the  long  robe  have haznrded  10 
touch;  for  in  their  opposition"  to  the  court,  much 
perfona!  danger  was  to  be  feared  and  no  lucrative 
advantage  to  be  reaped,. 

4-5  The  -feciuity,  and  even  the  exiftence  of  the 
parliament  o'  Paris,  depending  entirely  on  the 
pleafurBWof  the  king,  and  having  no  other  wea- 
pons ortenlkpfer  defenGve,  hutjufticc,  arguments 
and  reafon,  their  fate mhjht  have  been  feiefeen, 
the  ufual  fate  of  thofc  who  have  noothci  ar- 
tillery to oppofe  power.  The  memhers  wcie  dif- 
graceJ,  and  the  parliament abolished. 

"The  mcafuie  was  confidereJ  as  violent ;  the 
exiles  were  regarded  as  martrrs :  the  people  were 
aftoniflied  and  grieved.  At  length,  recovering  from 
their  farprife  they  diffipated  their  forrow,  as  they 
do  on  alloccafions  of  gicat  calamity,  by  fomc  very 
merry  fongs.'*
